The Alberta Institute for 
Wildlife Conservation 
(AIWC) visited Didsbury 
on Jan. 26 to give a pres¬ 
entation at the Didsbury 
Museum about their work 
in wildlife rescue and 
rehabilitation. 

The organization had 
also given an educational 
presentation at Ross Ford 
Elementary prior to the 1 
p.m. museum event. 

Accompanying the pre¬ 
senters was Blackjack, a 
Swanson hawk that had 
been severely injured 
after a car accident in 
Calgary and rehabilitated 
by AIWC. 

Though Blackjack’s 
recovery has allowed him 
to fly, eat and live normal¬ 
ly again, the lasting brain 
damage has rendered him 
docile and without preda¬ 
tory instincts, and his left 
eye is missing, meaning 
that he cannot survive in 
the wild. 

Because of this, AIWC' 
has kept Blackjack and 
his calm, quiet tempera¬ 
ment as an educational 
mascot for their organiza¬ 
tion. However, AIWC’s 
focus is on rehabilitating 
animals so they can be re- 
released back out into the 
wild, Blackjack being a 
special case. 

AIWC began in 1993 by 
Diane Whitner, who saw 
the need for a facility in 
Central Alberta to take 
care of and rehabilitate 
injured wildlife as zoos 
and veterinarians will not 
take local, wild species in 
for care. 

Since its early ’90s start, 
AIWC has grown into a 
larger, multi-building 
facility just outside of 
Madden, Alta. AIWC is 
also an accredited veteri¬ 
nary hospital and wildlife 
centre.

AIWC’s four main goals 
arc rehabilitation, educa¬ 
tion, providing wildlife 
health care and providing 
an alternative to pest con¬ 
trol, as AIWC can safely 
remove animal families 
from households and 
relocate them. 

“We are not a zoo, we 
are a hospital,” said pre¬ 
senter Barb Kowalzik. 

In cases where an ani¬ 
mal is too injured to sur¬ 
vive in the wild, AIWC 
will euthanize it. 

“We don’t believe in 
keeping an animal in a 
cage its whole life," said 
Kowalzik of these severe¬ 
ly injured animals. 

Currently AIWC is 
facing some difficulties 
with Sustainable Re¬ 
source Development 
(SRD), which has put 
some species on a 
restricted list, preventing 
AIWC from legally taking 
these animals in for reha¬ 
bilitation if they are 
found.

Coyotes and skunks are 
among two SRD-restrict- 
ed species that AIWC 
cannot accept despite 
having provided frequent 
rehabilitation services to 
them in the past. AIWC is 
currently working with 
SRD to lift these restric¬ 
tions. 

Also restricted for the 
AIWC are invasive 
species, such as starlings, 
which take over the 
natural habitat of long¬ 


time Albertan species, 
and feral pets, mainly 
cats. 

AIWC’s busiest season 
is in the spring, where 
they will take in several 
orphaned baby animals 
should they be located. 
However, very often the 
animals will be brought in 
to AIWC, usually with 
good intentions and seri¬ 
ous circumstances, but 
other times due to misun¬ 
derstandings. 

Ducklings, for example, 
make their first trip to 
water in the spring, and 
will continue to follow 
their mother’s path even 
if they fall behind or 
become separated. Often 
these lagging ducklings 
are mistaken for lost or 
orphaned and are brought 
in to AIWC. 

Fawns are also popular 
visitors to AIWC, as they 
are left in high grass by 
their parents during the 
day to hide them from 
predators and are often 
seen as alone or aban¬ 
doned by passersby. 

The most frequent 
injury calls AIWC will 
receive are of birds that 
have collided with a 
window, barbed wire, 
electric line, and so forth. 
Over 40 per cent of 
AIWC’s animal intake are 
birds, and they even take 
in bald eagles suffering 
from injury or lead poi¬ 
soning brought to them 
from the Northwest 
Territories, as AIWC is 
the nearest centre of its 
kind to the N.W.T. 

Due to the work they do 
caring for wild creatures, 
all AIWC volunteers are 
fully vaccinated, and the 
facility is not open to the 
public for perusal and 
viewing.

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Editorial 

Economy must 
be a top issue in 
upcoming election 

With the next provincial 
election now only a couple of 
months away - under new 
legislation, the vote must hap¬ 
pen by the end of May - the 
PC's, Wildrose, Liberals, NDs 
and other parties are already 
gearing up their respective 
political machines for the 
coining race. 

And while there are plenty 
of issues facing voters and 
politicians in 2012, including 
Alberta’s new drunk driving 
rules <uid the ongoing infrastructure funding fight 
between municipalities and the province, the 
economy and plans to manage it over the coming 
months could very well end up trumping all other issues. 

With virtually every man, woman and child in 
Alberta impacted daily by the financial well-being 
of this province, voters will certainly want to 
know w here the candidates stand on the econom¬ 
ic front. 

And with the national economy remaining less 
than robust, those economic questions won’t be 
easy to answer. According to a recent report by 
the Bank of Canada, many Canadians are con¬ 
cerned and in some cases worried about the state 
of the economy over the next months. 

The report is based on the central bank's survey 
of senior management at 100 representative Anns. 
It shows that confidence is well off post-recession 
highs across the broad range of issues, including 
sales expectations, investment, hiring intention 
and the ability of businesses to pass on costs to 
consumers. 

Particularly troublesome are findings that for 
the first time in almost three years, more firms 
expect sales growth to slow rather than increase 
over the next 12 months. 

“Overall, the weak U.S. economic outlook, con¬ 
cerns about adverse effects from the situation in 
Europe and an expected slowing in household 
spending were among the factors dampening 
sales prospects,” the bank report states. 

Despite efforts to diversity the province’s econ¬ 
omy over the past number of years, Alberta con¬ 
tinues to rely heavily on resource extraction and 
export, meaning the province, in turn, remains 
firmly tied to the health and well-being of the 
wider national and world economy. 

In the coming Alberta election, the various par¬ 
ties will, of course, focus some of t heir attentions 
on issues such as health and education funding, 
and crime and punishment legislation. 

Yet the party that can best provide concrete 
plans to deal with the economy - and in particular 
what can and will be done to shield Alberta fami¬ 
lies and businesses should the economy take a 
turn for the worse in the coming months - may 
find itself on t he right track with voters, including 
those in West Central Alberta. 

On the other hand, any party that ignores the 
economy as a key election issue wall do so at its peril.

Harper sets his sights on our pensions

Who will live in Bethany Didsbury? 


The public was invited 
to an unveiling of 
Bethany ('are’s long- 
anticipated new centre on 
.January 25. Present were 
numerous representatives 
from many of the agen¬ 
cies who have worked 
together to develop this 
project. This included 
the CEO of Bethany Care 
Society, Greer Black, an 
architect from BKBI 
Architects, Alberta 
Health, and Alberta 
Seniors. 

The architects’ concep¬ 
tual drawing of Bethany 
Didsbury’s 100-bed, pri¬ 
vate suite, care centre is 
impressive. The facility 
will add another, much- 
needed layer of accom¬ 
modation for the 
c o m m u n i t y. 

But, who will live in 
Bethany Didsbury? For 
more than a decade, com¬ 
munity members have 
valiantly tried to find a 
replacement for the old 
and decrepit nursing 
home (long-term care) on 
the west side of the 
Didsbury hospital. The 
community was therefore 
hopeful when Bethany 
( are Society appeared in 
November 2010. 

However, there is still 
absolutely no guarantee 
that any of this communi¬ 
ty’s most frail and vulner¬ 
able residents will be 
housed in the new facili¬ 
ty. At present, Alberta 
Health promises only that 
the facility will be 


“designed and built" to 
accommodate nursing 
home calibre residents - 
if it becomes necessary 
to do so at some point in 
the future. At this time, 
Alberta Health only guar¬ 
antees the continuation 
of the 21-bed long-term 
care spaces currently 
housed in Unit 1 of the 
Didsbury hospital. 

Alberta Health Services 
will use a “Resident 
Assessment Instrument” 
to categorize current and 
future residents of both 
facilities. This assess¬ 
ment tool measures the 
workload necessary for 
staffing purposes, and it 
gives Alberta Health 
Services a way to down¬ 
grade existing services. 

When Bethany Didsbury 
becomes operational in 
2014, many of the long¬ 
term care residents 
(approximately 67 per 
cent) will be re-catego- 
rized from “nursing 
home” status (which is 
currently highly regulated 
and funded) to “support¬ 
ive living" status. This 
percentage has been cal¬ 
culated based on the 
number of long-term beds 
that are being guaran¬ 
teed, compared to the 
number of current 
residents. 

The Government of 
Alberta has funded this 
private operator project 
with $10 million. Even so, 
Greer Black says there is 
no firm plan in place, at 


the moment, to house 
“nursing home" residents. 
The staffing and budget¬ 
ing requirements for this 
type of care are higher 
than for “supportive liv¬ 
ing" residents. 

Costs and responsibili¬ 
ties to the residents will 
rise. Since Bethany 
Didsbury will only have 
private rooms, costs to 
the residents will be 
based on the current rate 
for a private room in a 
long-term care facility. 

At this time that rate is 
$1,700 per month. 

The Affordable 
Supportive Living 
Initiative (ASLI) that 
approved the $10 million 
grant to Bethany Care 
Society has stipulated 
that Bethany Care has to 
maintain an “affordable" 
accommodation fee for 
20 years. ASLI has also 
said this room fee 
“should not exceed the 
regulated private room 
rate for long-term care 
facilities. "(George 
VanderBurg, Minister of 
Seniors) 

However, with the pro¬ 
posed downgrading of 
this category of resident 
provincewide, and with 
the elimination of the 
Nursing Home Act under 
the new Alberta Health 
Act, this current cap on 
fees is in serious jeop¬ 
ardy (the new act is 
awaiting Proclamation.) 

In addition to private 
room fee costs, residents 


in Bethany Didsbury will 
be responsible for all 
medications and inconti¬ 
nence supplies. They will 
be required to provide 
their own transportation 
to appointments (includ¬ 
ing physiotherapy, speech 
language pathology, and 
occupational therapy). 
Residents will also be 
required to find their own 
doctor. 

Although there will be 
24-hour staffing, there 
will only be a Registered 
Nurse case manager on 
site during business 
hours. Personal care 
services (such as assis¬ 
tance with bathing, dress¬ 
ing, grooming) will be 
funded by Alberta Health 
Care, but only to those 
who qualify. Otherwise, 
residents will pay out of 
pocket for extra services. 

As Belle Gowriluk front 
Alberta Health Services 
was quick to point out 
several times at this open 
house, “there are no guar¬ 
antees" regarding w ho 
will be housed in the new 
facility. Unless Bethany 
Didsbury is mandated by 
Alberta Health to provide 
accommodation for 
“nursing home" status 
residents, Didsbury may 
still be looking at long 
wait- lists. And we may 
still be forced to ware¬ 
house our most frail 
loved ones in some far¬ 
away facility.

The Innisfail Integrated Traffic Unit will be making Red 
Deer its new home. Starting last week, 13 members — 
seven RCMP, five sheriffs and a public support staff mem¬ 
ber, started moving over to the old Red Deer Rural 
detachment on 55 Street near Lindsay Thurber High 
School. 

Cpl. A1 Nicholson said the decision to move was for 
more room. 

“We have 13 people in a small space,” he said of the one 
main office and two smaller offices the group was work¬ 
ing from. 

The integrated traffic unit started in 2010 and is one of 
five integrated units on a stretch of the QE II from Airdrie 
to Leduc. The group responds to driving complaints, col¬ 
lisions and other reports and works with the local detach¬ 
ments as well. 

With the new location, Nicholson expects response 
time to the highway to be a few minutes longer.

Truck collides with train at crossing

A pickup truck that had tried to proceed around the gate at a railroad crossing was struck last Tuesday, critically injuring one of the teenage passengers.

A pickup truck collided 
with a train last TXiesday at 
11:42 p.m. at the 50 Street 
crossing in Olds, critically 
injuring one teenage passen¬ 
ger from Manitoba 
At the time of the accident, 
the 2(X)2 grey CMC Sierra 
pickup truck was travelling 
west on 50 Street. 

According to CPR 
spokesman Kevin Hrysak, 
the vehicle proceeded 
around the gate and the pas¬ 
senger side was struck by 
the oncoming southbound 
CPR freight train. 

“The road crossing is 
equipped with lights, bells 
and gates, which were all 
fully functioning at the time 
of tlie crash,” he said. 

“The biggest safety mes- 


these crossing devices are 
then’ for a reason and that is 
for your safety.” 

Hrysak added that the 
train was going at a mandat¬ 
ed track sjieed of 04 km/h at 
the time of the accident 

While the RCMP does not 
know the exact distance the 
train pushed the truck, they 
do know it was a consider¬ 
able distance. 

“1 would image that once, 
fairly close or at the colli¬ 
sion, the CPR employees 
would have done their emer¬ 
gency braking system and 
the whole t rain would come 
to a grinding halt,” said Cpl. 
Wayne Wright, Didsbury 
RCMP. 

Tracks co-owner Kurt is 
Hasted was working at the 
pub at the time of the acci¬ 
dent. Like many of his cus¬ 
tomers, he went outside to 


“The truck went through 
the light standard at the 
crossing guard and took out 
a bench and the guard,” he 
said. 

“The crossing guard was in 
the Scotia Bank parking lot 
in front of the truck.” 

After the accident, an 
anonymous tipster called 
911 to advise emergency 
services of the accident. 
Olds RCMP, Olds Fire 
Department, and provincial 
EMS were dispatched to the 
scene. 

The car’s three occupants 
were trans|>orted to the Olds 
hospital, where the front 
passenger seat occupant, an 
18-year-old man from 
Manitoba, was flown by 
STARS Air Ambulance to 
Calgary. He remains in criti¬ 
cal condition. 

The other two occupants - 


and a 20-year-old Edmonton 
woman - sustained non-life- 
threatening ii\juries. 

There was a brief disrup¬ 
tion in CPR service, as the 
road crossing did not reopen 
until Wwinesday afternoon. 

According to the website 
Operation Lifesaver, (’PR 
reported 40 railway crossing 


ties, while four resulted in 
serious injuries. 

“These ty|x*s of things an' 
obviously extremely ban! on 
our crews as well. This is 
something they cannot pre¬ 
vent,” said 1 Irysak. 

“We do release them of 
duty and offer them critical
